Courses Developed (*) 

Advanced Workshop in Communication Processes: A continuation of COM 311 in 

which each student completes the planned projects; emphasis is upon developing constructive 
self-criticism and flexibility in adapting communication strategies to different audiences. One 
workshop meeting per week plus at least four additional hours as arranged with the core-faculty. 

Creating Materials for Learning Stations and Study Centers: A variety of graphic 
methods for producing graphic, audio and projected media useful in the development of learning 
centers and study stations will be presented. Students will make at least one learning station as 
the major course requirement. 


Creating Overhead Transparencies: Design standards and production techniques for 
creating overhead transparencies will be presented. Students will practice lettering and 
illustrating techniques in the creation of their own transparencies. 


Communications Practicum: This course is designed to provide students with insights into 
Professional experiences and job requirements through an examination of the activities of the 
internship. This course must be taken concurrently or the semester immediately following 
Internship. 

Developing and Producing Slide/Tape Sets: Techniques of planning, designing and 
producing slide/tape sets for instructional, informational, and entertainment purposes will be 
presented. Each student will produce a slide/tape set of his or her design as the major course 
requirement. 

Electronic Communication Technologies: The use of desktop media, the application of 
microcomputers to text editing, graphic design and layout, desktop publishing and desktop 
video is presented. This is a foundation course giving competencies applicable to Department of 
Media, Communication and Technology courses. 



Media, Communication & Technology Projects: Students are provided with the 
opportunity to work on an in-depth project, which presents experiences in planning, 
implementation, and follow-up activities. Projects are usually done with cooperating faculty 
member or staff member. 

Photography: Multi-Image Techniques: Multi-image techniques, the presentation of 
multiple 35mm slides simultaneously onto a large projection surface, as shown at expositions and 
from Disneyland to New York City are studied. The steps in the production from objectives 
through storyboarding, shooting the photography, recording the soundtrack and programming 
with a microprocessor are mastered as each student produces an original multi-image 
production. 

Television: Studio Production I: Television production techniques covering lighting, 
staging, camera operation, audio work and directing to produce and videotape a full range of 
television productions using both portable television equipment and television studio facilities. 
Students will be given opportunity to produce programs for their own particular interests. 

Television: Studio Production II: Studio production techniques beyond those presented 
in Television: Studio Production I including electronic special effects, computer graphics and 
directing programs to be broadcast from a television studio are covered. Students will script and 
produce a variety of programs. 

Workshop in Communications Processes: Students select a communication problem 
and evaluate the appropriateness of available media to articulate it; draft projects to express a 
single communication purpose utilizing several media channels; analysis of projected audiences 
to determine appropriateness of choices in the planning of the projects. Students will work 
independently to locate resource materials and to involve resource personnel. One workshop 
meeting per week plus two other hours as arranged with the core-faculty.
